It's 
on WRNO at 1630 UTC Saturdays on 15420 kHz and 0100 UTC Sundays on 7355 kHz.

I have noticed that individuals 
active on the Grove BBS seem to be a different set of people from tho B e who check 
into the ACE/ AN ARC BBS. 

RADIO PATRIA LIBRE STILL ON DESPITE SETTLEMENT 

An April 9 story on the -Associated PresB * 
signed between the Colombian governmen 
Movement. The agreement, signed in Flor 
rebels a payment of $215 a month for one year, $5,000 each in low interest loans, 
pardons for political crimes and killings committed in combat, two Beats In Congress 
for a four year term until the next elections are held, and $2.5 million In 
government investment that will go into poor areas designated by the rebels. 200 
jailed Socialist Renewal Movement (CRS) rebels will be released from prison. Their 
weapons will mainly be buried at sea, although some will be melted down to make 
church bells. 

The AP points out that this does not end the Colombian civil war, since 8,000 rebels 
from three other groups are not part of this settlement. The ELN is one of the 
three. Colombian government negotiator Carlos Jaramillo said that the unpacified 
rebels "have become more isolated than ever" after the peace agreement. This does 
not seem to have impacted Radio Patria Libre, which still is heard on shortwave. For 
instance, fine Tuning #732 contained a Patria Libre log by Brian Alexander of 
Pennsylvania on 6530 kHz on March 13 at 0030 UTC. They seem to have moved here, 
although the frequency ia variable, sometimes supplemented by irregular 
transmissions on 15050 kHz. 

VENCEREMOS AS A COMMERCIAL STATION 

We hear this month from Ontario DX Association General Manager Harold Sellers, who 
of course is from Newmarket, Ontario. Moat ACE members are familiar with Newmarket 
from the Radio Beaver DX Prayer that they run around Christmas time, which is 
"Our Father, who art in Newmarket, Harold be thy name." Harold sends in an article 
about Radio Venceremos that waa printed in the March 23 issue of the Toronto Globe 
and Mail. The headlines are descriptive, bo I will quota them: "Rebel broadcasting 
goes mainstream: Once, Radio VenceremoB paid no rent and its reporters got rice and 
beans. Things have changed." Isabel Vincent of the Globe and Mail's South American 
bureau says that since Radio Venceremos ceaaed being a FMLN clandestine, it has 
struggled to survive as a commercial FM broadcaater. The article profiles 
Comandante Santiago, otherwise known as Carlos Henriquez Consalvi, who is the 
Venceremos News Director. His main point ia that the station must now attract 
advertisers; they would like to get the Coca Cola account. But, they Btill want to be 
a left wing political voice. If they are too shrill, they will have a small audience, 
and they won't sell ads. The article says that "Henriquez admits that (Venceremos) 
has had to tone down some of the political attacks to attract advertisers." But, they 
still run soap operas that satirize the El Salvador military and its USA advisora. 
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CLANDESTINE VIA SATELLITE 



We have an item that probably falls into a category of "your tax dollar* at work." 
BBCMS via Monitoring Timea report* that the Voice of the Libyan People claim* that 
it cannot be jammed "because it 1* broadcast by satellite." The station *ays that 
because of this satellite service, "Qadhafi cannot jam this radio in any way." Their 
shortwave Bervice, which BBCMS say* has been using transmitters of Radio 
Omdurman in Sudan, has been frequently jammed. If you have a satellite dish, 
BBCMS reports that in late March the station was using a 7.38 mHz audio «ubcarrier 
it the Turkish commercial HBB TV transponder on the Eutel»at-II-F2 satellite, with 
11617 MHz vertical polarization. This waa a move from their former transponder on 
8.10 mHz. It seems obvious that thiB is a USA-financed operation. I do not think that 
the grass roots Libyan opposition haa the cash to finance a satellite feed for their 
clandestine programming. 



\CE member Kirk Trummel of Missouri send* In a hard copy of hi* "40 Meter Note*" 
database. Regular users of the ACE BBS are already familiar with these data. Kirk 
has laboriously compiled a li«t of broadcaster* and utility stations operating on 41 
meters between 7342 and 7560 kHz. Thi* is valuable information for pirate DX-er* 
and pirate Btation operators, »ince it pay* to know where the QRM is on the pirate 
band. Kirk posts updates from time to time on the ACE BBS, and invite* edits and 
updates from everyone. The list ha* expanded to a lengthy and very detailed eight 
pages of single spaced type. Some clandestines are listed in Kirk's database, such aa 
the Voice of the Mojahed on 7350 kHz and the Voice of Iranian Kurd, on 7365 kHz.

WINTER SWL FESTIVAL 

We already had a report in last month's issue (in John T. Arthur's column) on the 
annual Winter Shortwave Listener's Festival in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. 1 had to 
send in the Clandestine Profile last month before I left for the Fest, so this is my 

great time. This^urned out to be one of the best WinterfestB ever. We had a good 
ACE representation in Kulpsville. As John Arthur and Hob Keeney pointed out last 
month, we raised nearly $100 for ACE during the festivities, which helps keep the 
cost of your ACE membership at a reasonable level. 

A highlight of the event was the appearance of manufacturer's representatives from 
both Watkins Johnson and Lowe. The Watkins Johnson HF-1000 was on display in 
working order! This is the first receiver with digitally processed IF and RF circuits 
lhat has been marketed to the general public. The bad news is that its price is 
nearly $4,000 US, but it is unquestionably the best shortwave receiver that has ever 
been on the market. I tried out the 58 IF filter bandwidths (sic, this is no 
misprint). They are absolutely astonishing. It is hard to find words to describe this 
major breakthrough. The filters are extremely sharp, with shape factors that 
approach levels. I was amazed at how much audio got through on even very 
narrow AM mode filters less than 2 kHz wide. The front end is apparently of 
battleship quality. It looks like this receiver could be a massive weapon in the fight 
against the slop put out by stations like WEWN on 7425 kHz. An AM synchronous 

board is being developed. There is even better news. The Lowe representative at 
the Fest indicated that they will soon come out with a new product called "Project 
N," which supposedly is another digitally processed receiver. When the Lowe 
receiver hits the market, WJ reportedly intends to lower the price of the HF-1000 by 
about $1,000. 

MEDIA COVERAGE EXPLOSION 

Staff at Harper's magazine tell me that they are going to run a feature article on 
pirate radio, probably in the June issue, but perhaps a month or two later. The 
Chicago Tribune ran a big feature article on pirate radio in its April 15 edition. On 
April 24 I was the guest on Wisconsin Public Radio's "Media Watch" program; the 
topic was pirate radio. As mentioned above, RFPI's April newsletter mentions ACE, 
and Gigi Lytle was featured in the Lubbock paper. 

BOOKS AND PAMPHLETS ON MERCENARIES 

Just before filing thiB column, I found that ACE and clandestines are mentioned in 
various publications about mercenaries that are available from Larry Loper, PO Box

•STATION PROFILE* 

Yup, 'nuther one! I didn't know so many people were so willing to share! This 
time, we'll visit with A.T.O.M., "Abstract Thoughts Of the Mind". "Mike" uses a 
Ramsey FM-tO with no mods, and the normal format of the station Is "rave" music. 

Mike" sent me some station photos and a tape; WOW, "rave" Is some high-energy 
stuff! Other equipment Is strictly-business hobbyist goodies: cassette decks, CD 
player, 5-channel Radio Shack mixer, mlcs and a "1960-lsh" tube type reel-to-reel 
recorder. "Mike used to power the FM-10 with two 6VDC batteries, but he has 
since changed to a power supply. He also uses a full-wave loop cut for 91.1 MHz. 
By the way, he also occasionally changes the radio station name and format to 
"Electron Radio" and plays Jazz and big band muslc-the latter he says Is his 
favorite! Tnx, "Mike"! 

•TECH CORNER* 

What about "boosts" for low-mllllwatt stations? Sure, you have to be careful not to 
operate outside Part 15 rules- or the boogle-operatlves will get youl What I mean 
is, there are transmitters available that only put out a scant 3, 5, 10 or so 
milliwatts. Old Part 15 rules state 100mw output, but have recently (10/1/91) been 
amended to state output power as measured by field strength equipment. On FM 
(88-108 MHz.): "shall not exceed 250 mv per meter at 3 meters". Well, If someone djd 
have sophisticated enough equipment to measure this factor, and do It accurately, 
that person could do what he/she needed to ensure the maximum radiation was being 
emitted! Not only would an accurate field strength measurement be needed, but an 
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accurate power meter to check the output of the transmitter. Hey, If we're gonna 
do this form of free radio, we're gonna do It right! 

In the case of over-the-alr AM transmitting. Input power shouldn't exceed 100 mw, 
and the total length of the antenna, feedllne and ground shouldn't exceed 3 meters 
(about 10 feet; 3g.36 Inches = 1 meter). There Is no mention of field-strength 
measurement requirements, so I suppose one could treat this band like the 1750 
meter band: make the antenna as efficient as possible! The 1750 meter band guys 
.an be heard hundreds of miles away with a super-fine antenna! Hopefully, I'll 
have a design In a future column on an AM antenna; for now, FM antennas will be 
discussed since this seems to be the band of choice. 

Antennas for FM were discussed In a previous Issue of 77ie ACE (May '91) where 
commercial -made Radio Shack antennas were suggested. It was also suggested that 
they may cause the operator to exceed field-strength measurements! What If that 
Mr. Microphone 1 mw Jobble needs a boost so you can hear It beyond 10 feet away? 
Add a resonant antenna! The easiest antenna to make Is , of course, a dlpole 
antenna. For the proper length of each element, divide 234 by the frequency of 
operation. 234/88.5=2. 65ft, for 98.1=2.38ft, 107.5=2.17ft. Multiply the feet by 12 and 
you have the Inches to cut. I'm sure the ARRL Handbook has a more direct formula, 
but this Is easy for me since I can remember It! You can use aluminum tubing, 
300ohm twinlead, wire, whatever! Each elde should be the same length, fed with 
some sort of high-quality coax or twinlead. By using 3/8" or larger diameter 
tubing, you can have a wider bandwidth to operate over; small diameter conductors 
such as wire will be frequency-specific, In other words, narrow-banded and SWR will 
Increase when you're operating away from the cut frequency. SWR equals lost 
power!!! By the way, for a 5/8-wave gain antenna, figure the full wave, then 
multiply by .64; both legs will then be 5/8-wave long: 98.1 =9.54'x. 64=6.1'. 
Keep in mind that gain-type antennas on a 100mw transmitter could get you In 
trouble! More next time on "boosts" for up-to-the-llmlt operation.

C\V Over Power Lines? 

In a recent International Radio Club of America (1RCA) bulletin, Tom Bryi 
Nashville (director of engineering at station WSM) and David Warren of Mississippi both 
ported Morse code like signals on such AM broadcast band channels as 1340 and 1360 kl 
In speculating about the source of these signals, Tom noted that low frequency data trans- 
missions are made in some parts of the country over AC power lines, much like some son of 
enormous carrier current network. This is ibe very first I have heard about this sort of activ- 
ity, but I and Ralph Sanserino of Riverside, CA did hear similar signals back on October. 
1991 around 830 kHz (as detailed in the late, lamented Coven Corner). Does anyone have 
any firm information about such systems, like whether or not they really exist?
